Information has been previously developed regarding the 
coin vending machine operations in St. Louis, as well as in the East 
St. Louis area, as the result of the recent purchase by the Conti¬ 
nental Corporation of various cigarette vending operators in St. 

Louis and recent purchase of the National Cigarette Vending Company 
in the E. St. Louis area. 

On 9-17-61, the St. Louis Post Dispatch carried an 
extensive front page newspaper article regarding the competition 
developing in the cigarette vending business between the WORTMAN- 
controlled cigarette vending operations and the Continental-St. 

Louis Vending Corporation. This article pointed out that the 
companies had been taking "spots” from each other in recent weeks 
and the article outlined the recent history of cigarette vending 
operations in the St. Louis, Missouri, and E. St. Louis, Illinois 
area, and furnished background concerning the Continental Corporation 
as well as the WORTMAN-controlled vending companies. This article 
pointed out that the Continental Vending Company is a New York 
operation with extensive cigarette vending business in large cities 
over the country and that it is a multimillion dollar operation, 
which continues to expand in various metropolitan areas. The 
article further stated that TED WORTMAN, as well as officials of 
Continental, were called into a conference with St. Louis police 
officials, who were concerned because of reports of the arrival 
of "troubleshooters" in the area allegedly brought in by both sides. 
According to the news article, both the WORTMAN operation and the 
Continental operation assured the police that only "business methods" 
would be used and no violence would develop. 

On 9-20-61, the Evening Journal of E. St. Louis, Illinois, 
carried an account of the cigarette vending operations in the East 
St. Louis area and pointed out that E. St. Louis Police Commissioner 
RUSSELL TW BEEBE had on that date acknowledged that he was aware of 
the competition between Continental Vending and the B & H Sales 
Company, which was a new cigarette vending firm in operation in 
E. St. Louis. BEEBE further stated that he was aware that the 
B & H Company was financially backed by EDWARD "TED" WORTMAN, a 
brother of FRANK "BUSTER" WORTMAN. BEEBE further stated that he 
knew that the St; Louis police had talked with WORTMAN as well as 
with LOUIS SALADINO of the Continental Company. BEEBE further made 
the public statement that the B & H had machines at the E. St. Louis 
headquarters and other city administration locations and that he

Bernetein s an officer of Continental Industries? Westbtey? Long 
Is land 9 N. I. 

"Saunders f a veteran vending machine operators 
returned to Miami after advising Salaciro. Bernstein commutes 
between St. Louis and Testbury? and Biamonte is still here. 

"The trouble-shooters told police they learned 
through surveillance of Plaza Amusement Co. trucks from Plaza 1 s 
headquarters to East St. Louis that vending machines were' being 
ez changed with B&S. 

"Some tavern operatorss fearful of making enemies? 
have gone back to carrying their cigarette stocks on back bars. 
Vending machines gained theirfcctholoi:* part to stop pilfering 
of cigarette packages by employees. 

"Continental? according to Saladitvc? was able to over¬ 
come competition in legitimate fashion because it could put in 
vending machines for$2?5. Continental manufacture them s whereas 
other distributers have to pay $3?5 a machine he said. 

"Suit was filed in St. Clair County Circuit Court 
at Belleville last July by National Cigarette & Tobacco Cg. 
against Hansen. The petition? signed by Saladino? charged that 
Sanson was using his knowledge of the customer and operations 
cf National for his personal profit.

The company, which dealt In juke boxes and 
pinball machines, was sold in 1956 to National Vendors, Inc., 
of New York, a subsidiary of Co7.tiner.ta2 Industries.

similar competition for vending machine spots in Los Angeles 
in 195?.

!> A trouble-shooter was sent to California in 
Continental f s effort to halt the f claim jumping r of lucrative 
vending spots, the committee was told. Mickey Cohen, Vest 
Coast Gambler, and- Fred Sica, hoodlum associate of Cohen, 
received $10,000 from the Continental representative on their 
promise to remain neutral in the fight. 

f The late Thomas A. Vaughn, New Orleans vending machine 
official and former deputy director of Civilian Defense, testi¬ 
fied that Sica claimed he,should get $20,000 but that eventuallv 
Vaughn paid $10,000 to Sica and Cohen. Harold Roth, president 
of Continental, had complained to him about the tactics of 
the Rowe company and asked him to look into it, Vaughn testified.

Holt subsequently was fined $1500 and received a three months ' 
suspended jail sentence on anti-trust charges growing out of 
the cigarette vending machine trade assccia ticn activities , 

Ma tthew Forte*! of New York, one of the owner of Continental 
was fined $10,000 for violation of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act, 

w Roth told a congressional committee about the loan 
to Holt, Fines totaling $104,000 were assessed against six 
individuals and cigarette vending firms in the New York courts.

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The following article appeared in the "St. Louis Post 
Dispatch", St. Louis, Missouri, in its November 15. 1961, 
edition: * * 

"The city will take bids to place cigarette vending 
machines in all municipal buildings, including fire stations, 
it was announced yesterday by Comptroller JOHN H. POELKER. 

"The action was tfcken after POELKER checked on owner¬ 
ship of the Rite—Way Cigarette Sales Co., which last s umme r was 
given the exclusive right to operate vending machines in City 
Hall and other public buildings. 

"POELKER said he had conferred with JAMES B. HINES, 
president of Rite-Way, and that HINES had denied that EDWARD 
(TED) WORTMAN was an officer, stockholder or employee of the 
company. : 


"WORTMAN, brother of East Side rackets boss FRANK 
(BUSTER) WORTMAN, is HINES* father-in-law. TED WORTMAN was named 
last Friday in a chattel nortgage as agent for Rite-Way. The 
mortgage was filed in the office of the St. Clair county recorder 
of deeds. 


"POELKER said HINES told him TED WORTMAN had "some 
sort of authority” to pledge certain assets of Rite-Way in 
purchase of the Continental-St. Louis Corp.’s East Side vending 
business. The mortgage was filed in connection with the sale. 


"POELKER did nr.t explain the sudden decision to seek 
bids. He said specification* would be prepared in time to receive 
bids about Dec. 15. The contract would be effective Jan. 1. 

"Rite-Way has 24 machir.es in city buildings, and 
McCall Novelty Co. has 20 machines in fire stations, POELKER said. 

’'POELKER said Rite—Way was the best company with which 
the city has done business. By reducing the number of vending 
machine companies operating in city buildings, the city has re¬ 
duced auditing time and increased the city’s profits, he said."
